HIS  HONOUR  the  Administrator  of  the  Gov- 
ernment in  Council  has  been  pleased  to 
make  regulations  as  follows : — 

23rd  April,  1908. 
Salmon  Fishery  Regulations. 

1.  In  the  following  regulations  “ take  salmon  ” 
shall  mean  the  taking  or  catching  of  salmon  by 
means  of  boat  and  net  or  by  fish  trap,  and  a per- 
son shall  be  deemed  to  take  salmon  and  to  require 
to  obtain  a licence  under  these  regulations  who 
takes  salmon  by  means  of  a boat  and  net  or  by 
means  of  a fish  trap,  who  acts  as  boat-puller  of  a 
person  so  engaged,  or  who  in  any  way  assists  in 
operating  a fish  trap. 

2.  For  the  purposes  of  these  regulations  the 
Province  shall  be  divided  into  four  districts, 
namely 

(a.)  The  Fraser  River  District,  described  as 
follows : — Commencing  at  a point  in  the  49th 
parallel  due  south  of  the  most  westerly  point  in 
the  bridge  across  the  Fraser  River,  at  the  City  of 
New  Westminster;  thence  north  in  a straight  line 
through  said  most  westerly  point  in  said  bridge  to 
the  50th  parallel ; thence  west  along  the  50tli 
parallel  to  the  124th  meridian  ; thence  south  along 
the  124th  meridian  to  a point  in  said  meridian  due 
west  of  the  most  southerly  point  in  Sidney  Island  ; 
thence  west  in  a straight  line  through  said  most 
southerly  point  in  Sidney  Island,  to  the  Interna- 
tional Boundary  Line  in  Haro  Strait ; thence 
northerly,  following  said  International  Boundary 
Line  to  the  49th  parallel ; thence  east  along  the 
49th  parallel  to  the  point  of  commencement : 

(6.)  The  Coast  District,  described  as  follows: — 
All  that  part  of  the  Province  lying  west  of  the 
east  boundary  of  the  Fraser  River  District  pro- 
duced north  to  the  north  boundary  of  the  Province 
and  produced  south  to  the  48th  parallel  not  in- 
cluded in  the  Fraser  River  District : 

(c.)  The  Langley  District,  described  as  follows: 
The  bed  and  waters  of  the  Fraser  River  between 
the  east  boundary  of  the  Fraser  River  District  and 
the  south-west  side  of  the  railway  bridge  across 
the  Fraser  River,  at  Mission  : 

( d .)  The  Inland  District,  described  as  follows: 
All  of  the  Province  not  included  in  the  Fraser 
River,  Coast  and  Langley  Districts. 

3.  No  person  shall  take  salmon  of  any  kind  in 
any  of  the  waters  of  this  Province,  unless  author- 
ised so  to  do  by  a licence  issued  under  the  pro- 
visions of  these  regulations. 

4.  A licence  to  take  salmon  for  one  year,  from 
the  1st  day  of  January  until  the  31st  day  of 
December,  may  be  obtained  from  the  Commissioner 
of  Fisheries,  upon  payment  of  a fee  of  two  dollars 
and  fifty  cents. 

5.  Such  a licence  shall  authorise  the  licensee  to 
take  sockeyc  salmon  in  the  Fraser  River  and 
Langley  Districts,  between  the  9th  day  of  July 
and  the  25th  day  of  August,  and  in  the  Coast 
District  between  the  1st  day  of  June  and  the  31st 
day  of  December;  to  take  other  kinds  of  salmon 
in  the  Fraser  River  and  Langley  Districts  between 
the  1st  day  of  January  and  the  25th  day  of  August 
and  between  the  15th  day  of  September  and  the 
31st  day  of  December,  and  in  the  Coast  District 
between  the  1st  day  of  January  and  the  31st  day 
of  December:  Provided,  however,  that  such 

licence  shall  not  authorise  the  taking  of  salmon  in 
the  Inland  District  and  shall  not  authorise  the 


taking  of  salmon  in  the  Fraser  River  District  be- 
tween G a.m.  of  every  Saturday  and  6 p.m.  of  the 
following  Sunday  ; in  the  Langley  District  between 
6 a.m.  of  every  Saturday  and  6 p.m.  of  the  follow- 
ing Monday  ; and  in  the  Coast  District  within  the 
hours  prohibited  by  the  Dominion  Fishery  Regu- 
lations. 

6.  A licence  issued  under  these  regulations  shall 
be  in  the  form  and  subject  to  the  conditions  pre- 
scribed from  time  to  time  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Fisheries. 

7.  Any  person  who  shall  lake  salmon  without  a 
licence  issued  under  these  regulations,  or  who  shall 
take  salmon  at  a time  not  authorised  by  a licence 
issued  under  these  regulations  shall  be  guilty  of 
an  offence  against  these  regulations  and  the 
“ British  Columbia  Fisheries  Act,  1901,”  and 
amending  Acts.

Attorney-General.  j YV  vided  by  section  11 
of  chapter  143,  of  the  “ Revised  Statutes,  1897,” 
being  the  “ Municipalities  Incorporation  Act,”  that 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  to  extend  the  limits  of  a Township  or  Dis- 
trict Municipality  under  the  following  conditions  : 
(a.)  If  the  Municipal  Council  of  such  munici- 
pality, by  an  affirmative  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds 
of  the  members  thereof,  shall  pass  a resolution 
affirming  the  expediency  of  extending  the  limits  of 
such  municipality,  and  defining  the  boundaries  of 
the  proposed  extension  : 

(6.)  If  the  consent  of  the  majority  of  the  per- 
sons within  the  boundaries  of  the  land  sought  to 
be  included  within  the  extended  municipal  limits, 
and  who  are  entitled  to  petition  for  incorporation 
as  a municipality  under  said  Act,  has  been  obtain- 
ed by  their  signing  a petition  to  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council,  requesting  tnat  the  proposed 
extension  of  limits  may  be  made,  and  the  locality 
incorporated  and  included  within  the  municipality, 
and  by  the  conditions  under  which  municipalities 
can  first  be  created  or  incorporated  under  said  Act 
having  been  otherwise  first  complied  with,  so  far 
as  they  are  applicable : 

(c.)  If  a notice  has  been  published  for  thirty 
days  in  the  British  Columbia  Gazette,  and  in  a 
newspaper  (if  any)  published,  or  if  not,  then  in  a 
newspaper  circulating  in  the  municipality,  and 
signed  by  some  officer  of  the  Council,  stating  that 
an  aplication  has  been  made  to  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  in  Council  to  extend  the  limits  of  the 
municipality,  and  defining  the  land  sought  to  be 
included  within  the  municipal  limits  : 

And  whereas  the  above  conditions  have  all  been 
complied  with  by  the  Municipal  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  the  Township  of  Spallumcheen,  and 
by  a majority  of  the  persons  within  the  bound- 
aries of  the  land  hereinafter  described  sought  to 
be  included  within  the  extended  limits  of  said  mun- 
icipality ; and  whereas  it  is  desirable  to  extend  the 
limits  of  said  municipality  as  requested.

HIS  EXCELLENCY  THE  ADMINISTRATOR 
OF  THE  GOVERNMENT  IN  COUNCIL. 

THE  Minister  of  the  Interior  states,  under  date 
the  6th  March,  1908,  that  application  has 
been  made  to  the  Department  of  the  Interior  by 
Mr.  G eorge  H.  Turner,  of  Mission  City,  B.  C.,  for 
permission  to  purchase  the  west  half  of  Section  1, 
the  whole  of  Sections  2 and  3,  and  the  south  half 
of  Section  4,  in  Township  4,  Range  4.  west  of  the 
7(h  Meridian,  in  the  Province  of  British  Columbia, 
for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing  brick  and  other 
products  of  clay. 

The  Minister  further  states  that  an  inspection 
of  the  lands  applied  for  has  been  made  by  the 
Crown  Timber  Agent  of  New  Westminster,  who 
reports  that  they  contain  very  little  merchantable 
timber;  that  such  timber  as  there  is  on  the  land 
is  not  more  than  would  be  required  to  carry  on 
the  business  which  it  is  proposed  to  establish ;

Rule  59. 

ALL  APPLICATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Legislative  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  with- 
in the  purview  of  the  “British  North  America 
Act,  1867,”  whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge, 
the  making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike 
Road,  or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line;  the 
construction  or  improvement  of  a Harbour. 
Canal,  Lock,  Dam,  Slide,  or  other  like  work; 
the  granting  of  a right  of  Ferry;  the  incorpora- 
tion of  any  particular  trade  or  calling,  or  of 
any  Joint  Stock  Company;  or  otherwise  for 
granting  to  any  individual  or  individuals  any 


exclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privileges  what- 
ever, or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing  which 
in  its  operation  would  affect  the  rights  or  pro- 
perty of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar class  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any
